THE CHIRPS OF PORTO RICO. 


Strange Tale* Told About A Curiou* Reli- 


KlouB Sect. 


Strange tales of a curious religious 


sect in Puerto Kico are told, says a 
Biuguampton letter to the Baltimore 
Herald, by Bev. William Maxfield, a 
returned missionary. The sect, which 
carefully 
excludes 
foieigners, 
is 


known as Chiros. 
One of its peculiar 


ceremonies is that of "flogging the 
devil." 


This rite is celebrated every Friday, 


at daybreak. In the seaport' towns it 
takes place on board fishing smacks 
or other craft owned by members of 
the sect, and often is attended by the 
entire population of the viliage. 


The life-size figure of a man sup- 


posed to represent his satanic majesty 
is dragged on deck, aad amid jeers 
and curses, fastened to the yard-arm. 
For some time the figure is allowed to 
hang, then it is carried three times 
around the deck of the craft, aud fin- 
ally fastened to the capstan or some 
convenient post, where the crowd pro- 
ceed to belabor it with clubs, shriek- 
ing that they have killed the devil. 


AYhen 
the clothes are cut into 


shreds and the figure entirely de- 
nuded, exposing the block of wood 
that serves as a head, it is repeatedly 
dipped overboard, and finally chopped 
into splinters and burned. 


''It was iu au inland town that I 


first saw the ceremony," says Mr. 
Maxfield. 
'"I was roused from UIT 


sleep by the passing of a howling mob, 
dragging the form of a man, which 
they occasionally jumped upon and 
kicked. 
My first impression was that 


some unfortunate wretch had incurred 
their wrath, and they were wreaking 
vengeance on him. 


"Hurrying on my c-othes I rushed 


forth, hoping to save the body from 
further mutilation at least. 
Follow- 


ing t'-:e crowd to the public square I 
saw them hair and haul the bodv on 
to the limb of a' tree. 
Then I saw 


that the figure was stuffed with straw. 


'•Quii-kly the bundle of rags was 


fastened to the trunk, sticks were 
piled around ir, and soon the lire was 
blazing merrily. 
Around this pyre 


dance:! the disorderly crowd, until 
suddenly 
there was 
au * ex]jlosiou, 


and the figure was blown to pieces. 
A bag of gunpowder had been fast- 
ened around the neck. 
Then the tire 


went down, aad the hooting crowd 
dispersed." 


Another ceremony of this strange 


people is called "Drowning the devil." 
and this is sometimes accompanied 
with serious consequences. 
The vic- 


tim is a man or wojuau of incorrigible 
temper, whom a neighbor has charged 
with having a "devil." 


The council of the "Chiros" is called 


aad evidence takea as to the truth or 
falsity of the charge. 
If iu the opin- 


ion of the board it has been sustained, 
a day is appointed wlien the victim 
shall be pui-ilied. aud a spot is se- 
lected. 
This is usually a running 


stream, as it is held that the devil can- 
not staud running water. 


A crowd of worshippers form a ring 


around the unfortunate subject and 
march to the stream, chanting a weird 
wail. 
Arriving, two of the strongest 


men force tlse victim into the water, 
and though he straggles violently, 
they hold him under until "the 
devil 


goes out"—that is until he becomes 
quiet; and frequeutly when takea out 
prompt remedies Lave to ba reported 
to to prevent death from drowning-. 


In one or two instances the victims 


perished. 
After ihat the authorities 


interfered, and ceremonies of this 
kind are now rare and conducted much 
more carefully.

is a feature in Havana. 
Men are seen

had been ironed. 
It was s-o unlike 


him that he looked unnatural. 


" 'It will never do,' I said as 


soon a-s I could recover my breath. 
'Abe you never could be elected presi- 
dent if the country thought you wore 
your hair that way.' 


"He looked at me as if he were

construction of a transpacific 


line sends the gutta-percha market at 
Singapore up by leaps and bounds. The 
ruling price of the gum is the highest 
that has ever obtained. * It is stated, 
on what authority it is hard to say, 
that the risible supply of gutta-percha 
is insufficient for the task, and that if 
this cable is laid it will be the last—the 
last with a gutta-percha insulation at 
least. 


While this pessimism on the part of 


the gtitta-percha producers 
savors 


somewhat of a desire to stiffen the 
market, there is yet a sufficiently rea- 
sonable foundation for it in the wanton 
destruction of the gutta-percha forests. 
It v»-lll be interesting to see the out- 
come of the situation. 
If the United 


States acquires an island in the Caro- 
lines the building of the cable line 
seems possible, though expensive. If 
they do not find a landing place the 
operation of the cable seems to require 
a prohibicively 
costly 
plant.

no Bigfct on Sidewalk*. 


The following Is a recent decision 


handed down for th* benefit of bicycl-" 
ists: "A bicyle has no right upon a side- 
walk, and no borough can by ordinance 
give him that right, or making his riding 
upon the sidewalks legaL A bicycle is a 
vehicle, and as such has no more right on 
the sidewalks than has a cart or wagon 
drawn bv horses. If a bicyclist rides 
upon the sidewalk he is there illegally, 
and if he should accidentally run over a 
child or any person and kill him, he 
would be guilty of manslaughter, no mat- 
ter if he were ridine with the greatest 
precaution aiid care, for the reason that

the body of the bottle, instead of in a 
line with it. 
This idea also reaches 


us from another quarter. 
Another, of 


a more fanciful kind, is that the user 
should be warned off by a death's 
head and cross-bones of the poison 
label. 
But the main thing is the ap- 


peal to other senses than that of sight. 
The bottle must be able to signal 
"poison"' in the darkness. 
One in- 


genious person, as we showed the 
other day, proposed to appeal to the 
sense of hearing by means of a sort 
of musical cork. 
The senses of taste 


aud sinell, of course, are out of the 
question. The sense of touch remains, 
and this or nothing can be our safe- 
guard. 
This sense may be simulated 


by differences of form in the bottle or 
by differences of texture. 
One com- 


petitor for the prize suggests strips of 
sandpaper pasted on the sides. 
But 


while he is about it, why not have the 
roughness in the texture of the bottle 
itself, and combine the two safeguards 
in a triangular bottle with "toothed" 
edges? If anything further is wanted, 
put the neck at right angles, as afore- 
said. 
Any person who persisted in 


the abuse of the bottle in spite of 
these precautions ought to be brought 
under the habitual inebriates act.— 
London Xews.

dangerous or harmful, but they are 
mistaken. It is at all times dialcult to 
persuade people that airing linen and 
clothes is not to be accomplished by 
simply hanging them on a clothes- 
horse near a fire. Unless each article 
is unfolded, aud it^ position changed 
until all the moisture has been driven 
out of it. the process of drying is not 
efleeted. 
Even if vapor rises fiom 


one part it is absorbed by another. 
Some people are too careless in the 
matter of airing the beds and sheets, 
leaving opened the window for a min- 
ute or two, and then flinging on the 
countless bedclothes without waiting 
for the wicd to blow oft" the poisoned 
air which has accumulated during our 
hours of sleep. 


A delicate person will be in danger 


of catching cold or rheumatism if the 
sheets have not properly dried, for 
nothing is more uncomfortable than a 
cold, damp sheet. 
In traveling and 


while stopping at hotels, and cham- 
ber-maids are generally careless in 
this respect, the best way to remedy 
it is to air the room and clothes one's 
self, and insist in damp weather on 
the sheets for a bed being warmed 
thoroughly before retiring. Failing a 
precaution of this kind, it is better to 
remove the damp sheets and sleep in 
the blankets than run the risk of get- 
ting a severe cold. It may seem a 
small matter to some, but we all find 
it is better in the end to care for and 
look after our health. 


Health in tlie Xavy. 


Good order and discipline, the clean- 


liness of the ship — nothing, not even 
the daintiest of summer cottages, is 
more clean than a well-ordered Ameri- 
can warship—were maintained at the

gotten; and while it is true that the 
base of supply was close at hand and" 
the problem of transportation inland 
from the water's edge did not have to 
be met, it is safe to assume from the 
admirable order and system displayed, 
that any snch difficulties presented 
would have been overcome. —Hfirper's. 


I.ecipes. 


Steamed Corn Bread—One cupful 


of molasses, two cnpfnls of sour milk, 
two cupfnls of corn meal, two cup- 
fuls of flour, one teaspoonful of salt, 
and two teaspoonfuls of soda. 
Steam 


for two hours. 


Tomato Soup (-.vith water)—Pnt a 


qnart of canned tomatoes and a pint 
of hot water in a saucepan. 
Rub two 


heaping tablespoonfuls of flour, one 
tablespoonful of butter and a table- 
spoonful of the tomato together and 
stir into the tomato, when boiling. 
Add pepper, salt, sugar to taste and 
boil fifteen minutes, then rub through 
a sieve and serve with bits of toasted 
bread. 


Hygienic Doughnuts—Three eggs, 


one and a half cups sugar, two cups of 
rich milk, at least one-third thick 
sweet cream, six; and a half cnps sift- 
ed flour, three teaspoonfnls baking 
powder, half a nutmeg, three shakes 
of salt. 
Pioll half-inch thick, cut 


in rings and fry quickly. 
The secret 


of success lies in the softness of the 
dough, as no more flour should be 
added than is necessary to roll nicely. 


Rice and Pear Mold—Uoil one cnp 


of rice in one quart of milk, with two 
tablespoonfuls of sugar and the rind 
of half a. lemon, cut fine in a covered 
saucepan. 
When done, stir in two 


well-beaten eggs, half a teaspoonml 
of salt, and one tablespoonful of but- 
ter. 
Press into a buttered mold and 


set for one hour on ice. 
Turn out on 


a fancy plate and arrange preserved 
pears cut in halves on top. Pour over 
a cupful of the pear syrup and serve 
with whipped cream. 
Delicious. 


Piquant Sauce—Beat to a paste one 


tablespoonful of chopped parsley, and 
with a wooden fork mash and mix with 
it slowly the yolks of three hard- 
boiled eggs, a saltspoonfal of good 
ground mustard and one teaspoonful 
of gcod sauce, one-half teaspoonful of 
onion juice and one grated clove of 
garlic. 
Stir and mix well, and then 


acid two tablespoonfuls of sweet oil 
and the strained juice of half a lemon. 
Season to taste with salt and pepper, 
and last of all add one cup of boiling 
stock.

It Is Generally Believed That clie Rolls 


"Were Padded In Expectancy of Cuban 
Officers Disbursing the Money—Saa- 
Itary Conditions In Havana. 
Havana. May 31.—-Early yesterday 


morning Lieutenant Colonel George M. 
Randall, of the Eighth United States 
Infantry, accompanied by Paymaster 
If OSM, his clerks, a doctor and a raili- j 
tary «ecort, with nearly $200.000, left 
by speical train for Santiago tie las 
Vegas, but owing to various delays 
Ihe payment of Cuban soldiers did not 
begin until the afternoon. 
Many of 


the applicants, of whom there was a 
large number, were without guns. It 
was observed that a large proportion 
were from Marianao, from which point 
they ware prevented from coming on 
Monday to Havana. 
One man, who 


had a Mauser, begged a ride on the 
special train carrying the pay car, 
and was the first man to be paid. Not 
a single officer would come forward to 
identify an applicant, a fact causing 
considerable annoyance antf iawasing 
the delay. 


That the rolls are padded bftdly be- 


comes more and more evident each 
day, 
and Colonel Randall says that 


from what h» can. learn every man. 
*ead or alive, who ever has served in 
the ranks of the- insurgents appears on 
th»j lists. 
InirestJaration has already 


Shawn that &»v«tU officers gave cer- 
tificates to men who had no guns. 
When Colonel Randall demanded the 
j»reaeace of these officers they refused 
to* come forward. In one instance it 
tres-discovered that the name of a cnp- 
fftlB, was enrolled who, to certain 
feaewledge of one of the Cuban oS- 
*ials assisting the paymaster, Iiad been 
dead two years. 


It is generally believed by the offi- 


ciate making the disbursement that 
the rolls wera padded in the expecta- 
tion, that the company commanders 
would have a personal hand in mak- 
tog payment. One man who was paid 
yesterday said he was glad the Ameri- 
cans were distributing the funds them- 
ielvee, as otherwise he would not have 
received more than.$25. 


The, number paid _ yesterday after- 


noon was 45, but there were several 
applicants with arms entitled to pay- 
ment who will receive it after identifi- 
cation. 


Santiago de las Vegas itself is an ex- 


tremely dirty town, with a population 
qf 7,000. It is sadly in need of a sani- 
tary inspector. 


The sanitary department has just 


issued some interesting statistics re- 
garding . deaths from yellow fever 
during the. last eight years. In the 
y«ar 1890 there were only 4, In 1891 
there, were 3i«; in 1892, 326; in 1893, . 
391; in 1894, 328; in 1895. 410; in 1896. 
1,517; in 18»7, 1,058, and in 1898 162. 
Thus far in the present year there 
.nave been only four deaths due to yel- 
;Ipw fever. In 1896 and 1897 there 
were large numbers of Spanish sol- 
diers in the province unacclimatized, 
and they succumbed often ta doubtful 
diseases. In making up the statistics 
.the. preference was always given to 
yellow fever, owing to the larger pen- 
sion that could be drawn in such 
cases by relatives of the deceased at 
home. From 1890 to 1898, inclusive, 
the- total number of deaths vs. the city 
of=- Havana from all diseases was S9,-_ 
703.
